Herr Hitler again referred to Ger- 
moany’s. coloniat claims recently at 
the annual Harvest Thanksgiving 
Festival on the Buckeberg, to which 
1,200,000 farmers ound’ agricultural 
workers were brought from all parts

The Festival wis made the ocen- 
sion of 1 campaign, conducted under 
the slogan “Bread is holy,” for. 
economy in the consumption of bread, 
in view of the indifferent grain 
harvest and the necessity of giving 
preference. in imports of raw 
materials for industry. * 


Herr Durre, the Minister of 
Aagtleulture, who spoke before Herr 
Hitler, frankly warned the German 
people, which has already been re- 
quired to cut down its consumption 
of beef, pork, butter, and eggs, that 
it must now cut down the consump- 
tion of bread in favour of potatoes 
(writes The Times’ Berlin correspon- 
dent), é : 
REPLY TO MR. EDEN

THE GERMAN “MIRACLE” 


“We fice more diMcult problems 
than other States and other coun- 
tries,” continued Herr Hitler, “We 
ha-ve too many people jn such a small 
Mving room, shortage of raw muiterlats, 
of agricultural acres.” Despite that, 
he claimed Germany had become 
more beautiful as the result of work, 
inclustry, ind a superior organisation, 
The performances by the armed 
forces (on annual event at. the Har- 
vest Thanksgiving) would remind 
them that they would not stand there 
that day {fa shield ahd sword did not 
keep watch over them. They had 
peace—-but only because the German 
urrns kept guard over it. 


Herr Hitler went on to ascribe the 
rise: of Germany to four matin factors: 

C1) ‘The establishment In ploce of 
dis puting classes, confessions, and 
parties of a German nation which 
hact been convinced that only os a 
nation and not as a collection of un- 
ruly individuals could it continue to 
exist. 

C2) The establishment of onc 
authority, which bad obligations ‘to 
no one but the German nation, 

C3) Above all, the fashtoning of onc 
will in Germany. So long as the 
Germun people ranged itself under 
one single wil all prablems could be

1,300,000,000 in 1927 to 1,500,000,000 
in 1936, bs 

He appealed to the German ‘house- 
wife to prevent every “avoidable 
waste of the products of the German 
soil, and particularly to show more 
respect for bread.. Black bread was 
to be preferred, not only because 
there was more rye than wheat in 
Germany but because rye brend was 
healthier. ‘

Flying By The Stars 


Owing: to the remarkable 
development of long distance 
flying during the past few years, 
the problem of air-navigation 
has become inereasingly im- 
portant, At present the chie. 
methods by which a pildt can 
discover his position are, firstly, 
by “dead: reckoning,” and, 
secondly, by wireless directional 
signals, As the former method 
is sometines inaccurate and the 
latter restricted in range, the 
necessity of discovering new 
methods has been apparent ever 
since’ the acroplane first became 
a factor in world transport. In 
Great Britain it was held that 
the best means of solving the 
problem would be to develop and 
simplify the technique of marine 
navigation, which so far has 
been of little value to aircraft on 
account of the involved calcula- 
tions necessary to estimate by 
the sun and stars the position of 

At the request of the Air 
Ministry, the Astronomer Royal, 
Head of Greenwich Observatory, 
undertook to carry out this 
vitally important, work, and it 
was announced recently that the 
first. of a series of tables was 
ready for publication, by means 
of which an air ‘pilot should be 
able to plot on hig chart a “posi- 
tion line” (on which his machine 
must lic) within three minutes 
of taking an observation, Also, 
a comprehensive work, which 
will show the positions of the 
sun and stars in a form suited to 
the requirements of air naviga- 
tion, is being prepared. This 
“Air Almanac” is expected to 
create ng great a revolution in 
aerial navigation as its fore- 
runner, the famous. “Nautical 


Almanac,” did in marine haviga- 


tion, on its first publication (for 
the year 1767)) by the British 
Government. 

The people of Great Britain 
ave essentially a maritime nation, 
and for centuries they have heen 
vitally interested in problems of 
navigation. Greenwich Obser. 
vatory, the zero meridian of 
longitude ‘and of “Greenwich. 
Time,” was founded in 1675 by 
King Charles If, who was him- 
self u scientist and who probably 
did more than any previous riler + 
for’ the. development of the 
British Navy. According to the 
warrant. for. the original bulld- 
ing, his express purpose was “the 
finding out of the’ longitude of 
places for perfecting navigatlo 
and astronomy.” - . ste 

.The method of finding latitude 
at sen was at that time well 
known, but no observations 
existed “for determining longi- 
tude. John Flamsteed, the first 
Agtronomer Royal, therefore 
began the laborious work of fix- 


-Jing the oxact mathematical posi-

Hoover Calls. 
- Republicans 
To Join Fight 
Against “Creeping 
Collectivism” 


Boston, Oct, 26. 

Mr. Herbert Hoover, former Presl- 
dent of the United States, spoke ‘at 
the Republlcan Club here to-day. 

“Let me repeat once again that I 
do not want.any public. office,” he 
commenced. ; 

He demanded the  renascence of 
the Republican Party with on offir- 
mative programme “responsive to 
the .necds and crisis of the people.” 
He called on the party to arm itself 
with “new faces and new blood” and 
to fight the New Deal's “ereeping 
collectlvisin.” 

“Thé party's mission ts far greater 
than just -belng against. We must 
have a‘fightitg cause. 

‘The tlme has come when the 
party should be re-oricnted on funda 
mental ijssucs. Firstly there js the 
moral integrily of Governnent. Can 
you pollute thought with Govern- 
ment propuganda, and expect every 
citlzen to tell the whole truth? 
Secondly there {s personal liberty and 
safeguards; thirdly financial” and 
economic policies; fourthly securlty 
and. ald for the less fortunate; and 
Afthly, relations with other notions. 

“Doesn't the ,wholesale appoint- 
ment of officials by polities inutead 
of merit meon the. decadence of’ 
public morals?” asked Mr. Hoover, 

‘_ MISMANAGING FUNDS 

Through similar questions, Mr. 
Hoover necwed the Government of 
“repudiating Its | covennnt and its 
bonds. Its ruthless crushing of com- 
petition was “diverting the  soctal 
security funds to current . expenses 
and extragavancies, and lt was 
abetting corrupt city governments 
through placing Federal funds at 
their disposal, : 

He detined collectivism as a “ten- 
dency to mnke- people the servants 
of the Government,” and suid that 
the term Liberal at present covers 
all forms of collectivism. “The fold 
can apparently be even entered 
through the Ku Klux Klan,” 

He said, the Republicans had the 
sense of conserving ‘‘true Liveralism 
—liberty, organised under the Inw.” 

He suggested a general conference 
of party leaders prior to the Con-

Palestine Problenr 


Sir—I read with interest your 
lender of the 19th Instant in the un- 
settled conditions in Palestine, and 
LT must say you have hit the right nail 
in explaining the Arabs mentulitics, 
though you did it with a touch of 
sympathy and a kindly tone. 

The Arab, you sald, belonys to o 
proud and ungovernable race, ond I 
may add, unruly and troublesome 
he fs left uncurbed and unchecked. 
He can be controlled, however,’ if 
kept under strong and, if need be, 
ruthless hands, But it requires to 
understand the psychology of the race 
fn order to be able to deal with him. 
This knowledge the Turks had amply 
acquired and made good use of it in 
ruling the Arabs. 

Under the Turkish regime, the 
Arab folks, though on their own soil, 
were humble and submissive, and 
barring the cult or religion, they were 
never classed as equal with — their 
cousins the Turks; they were alwnys 
kept under. ad they adopted 
almilor methods when the trouble 
started In 1927/28, the Palestine Gov~ 
ernment would have snved the coun- 
try the ordeals and chnotle conditions 
it haa been hiving these past two 
years, 

The Arab knows and acknowledges 
his overhead master, but he has never 
been known to apprecinte an equal. 
Equality extended to him is ‘an un- 


wholesome luxtzry, the Indulgence in|: 


which would most probably Icad to 
painful results; a fact amply proved 
by the present. deplornble state of 
affairs in Palestine. The Govern- 
ment of this unhappy land had been 
very Jenient to the Arabs all atong, 
with the result of the latter becom- 
ing so deranged that the authorities 
find themselves now forced to use 
measures’ Incompatible with their 
Idea} mode of government. It is 
said, a cane in time, to the youngster, 
may be the harbinger of o healthier 
state of life, and had a timely ‘cane 
been used in the case of the Arnbs, 
even os Jate as 1929, 1 am sure it 
would have had the desired end, 

* The fact of being seml-nomads, the 
Arabs were bound to be self 
reliant and lovers of f{recdom, 
though not of the sorts aolign- 
uble with The {deals of the 
elvilized world. The Arabs were no 
more fighters than hordes of high- 
waymen ore. They can hit at the 
back, as ‘they are doing ‘now in 
Palestine, but they would not dare 
to facoun army jn the field; nor 
did they ever own Jand, flocks and 
laws to defend, as a nation.. During 
the major part of their history, if 
‘their past could be s0 called, they 
were under the dominance of some 
country or another, and the bull of 
these lived thelr lives as labourers 
on other people's lands and estates; 
very few having had propertics or 
homesteads of thelr own. 

The British Government's decision 
of 1917 was mot pounced upon the 
Arabs all of a sudden, nor did it) 
couse, them ‘2 surprise. The offer 
was Jn accord with the Arab chicfs 
and had theix consent, as existing 
documents” may prove. A mutual 
agreement, regarding Palestine as oa 
future’-home for the Jews, has_been 
duly signed by the late Amir Faisal 
on the side of the Arabs, and Dr. 
Haine Welzman on the side of the 
Zionists. 

In 1917, when the Balfour declara- 
tion was, announced, and during the 
- following - ten--yeurs,-there—wns--no 
-Arab's question in Palestine. As a 
result of the World War, these people 
have hod thelr full share in the 
spolls of war. They were granted 
four kingdoms, viz, Iraq, Syrio, the 
whole of Arabia ond the Trans. 
Jordan Territories, to say nothing of 
Egypt; they had no occasbon, there~ 
fore, to think of Palestine as un 
Arnb-State. The Palestinian Arabs, 
during the first ten years of British 
Rule; were im peace and harmony 
with. the Jewish co-residents in 
Palestine and thero was not a shred 
of discontent and mimosity be- 
tween'the two races, Asa result of 
the Jewish advent in the law, the 
country was then in the) making. 
Land prices were rising by leaps 
and bounds, ‘and there was employ- 
ment for atJ, Arabs included, at 
remunerative wages. The value of 
land, one may say, was getting 
doubled in almost every two or three 
years, and you can jmagine the {ecl- 
ing of.Innd owners ot seeing their 
wealth, thus invested, was so rapidly 
increasing. ' There was no_ forced 
sale of Jand, and some landowners 
were darn glad to sell out at the 
then enhanced prices and start Iife 
afresh elsewhere. . : 

There were, however, some 
jealous and uncompromising Arab- 
Teadcra ~who, tn 1920, secing how 
progressive Palestine was getting 
steadily, and sore perhaps at having 
sold out part or parts of their hold-

{ellow-countrymen and made them 
rise against the Jews.

Flying By The Stars 


Owing to the remarkable 
development of long distance 
flying during the past few years, 
the problem of air-navigution 
has become Increasingly im- 
portant. At present the chic. 
methods by which a pilot, can 
discover his position are, firstly, 
by “dead reckoning,” and, 
secondly, by wireless directional 
signals, As the former method 
is sometimes inaccurate and the 
latter restricted in range, the 
necessity of discovering new 
methods has been apparent: ever 
since the acroplane first became 
a factor in world transport. In 
Great Britain it was held that 
the best means of solving the 
problem would be to develop and 
simplify the technique of marine 
navigation, which so far hos 
been of little value to aircraft on 
account of the involved calcula- 
tions necessary to estimate by 
the sun and stars the position of 
a machine in fight. 

At the request of the Air 


-| Miniatry,-the Astronomer: Royal, 


Head of Greenwich Observatory, 
undertook to. carry out this 
vitally important work, and it 
was announced recently that the 
first of a series of tables was 
ready for publication, by means 
of which an air pilot should be 
able to plot on his chart,a ‘“‘posi- 
tion line’ (on which his machine 
must lie) within three minutes 
of taking an observation. Also, 
which 
will show the positions of the 
sun and stars ina form suited to 
the requirements of air navign- 
tion, is being prepared. This 
“Air Almanac” ‘is expected to 
create as great a revolution in 
aerial navigation as its fore- 
runner, the famous “Nautical

“Let me repeat once ngain that I 
do not want any public office,” he 
commenced, . 

He demanded the renascence of 
{he Republlean Party with on afltr- 
mative programme “responsive to 
the needs and crisis of the people.” 
He called on the party to arm ilself 
with “new faces ond new blood” and 
to fight the New Deal's “creeping 
collectiviam.”* : a 

“The party's mission Js far greater 
than just being against We must 
have o fighting cuuse, 

“The time hos come when’ the 
party should be re-oriented on funda- 
mental issues, Flratly there is the 
moral integrity of Government, Can 
you pollute thought with Govern- 
ment propaganda, and expect every 
citizen to tell the whole truth? 
Secondly there Is personal Hiberty and 
safeguards; thirdly financial and 
economic policies; fourthly . security 
and wld for the less fortunate; and 
fifthly, relations with other nations. 

“Doesn't the wholesale © appulni-. 
ment of offieluts by polifics ‘Instead 
of merit) mean the decadence of 
public morals?” asked Mr. Hoover. 

MISMANAGING ° FUNDS 

Through = similar questions, Mr. 
Hoover accused the Government of 
“repudiating: its covenant and its 
bonds, Its ruthless crushing, of com- 
petition was..“diverting the — social 
security funds to current expenses 
and extragavancies, and it was 
abelling, corrupt city governments 
through placing Federal funds at 
thelr disposal, 

He detined collectivism as a “len- 
dency to make people the servants 
of the Government,” and suid that 
the term Liberal at present covers 
al! forms of collectivism, “The fold 
can apparently be cven — entered 
‘through the Ku Klux Klan.” 

He said the Republicans bad the 
sense of conserving “true Liberalism 
—tiberty, organised under the law.” 

He suggested a general conference 
of-party leaders prior to the Con- 
gressional clections—United Press.

Palestine Problem 


Sir,-I read with interest your 
leader of the 19th Instant in the un~ 
settied conditions ‘in Palestine, and 
1 must say you have hit the right nolL 
in eoeplaining the Arabs mentalitics, 
though you did it with 4 touch of 
sympathy and a kindly tone. : 

The Arab, you said, belongs to a 
proud and ungovernable race, and I 
moy add, unruly and troublesome if 
he fs Ieft uncurbed and unchecked. 
He can be controiled, however, if 


uthless hands. But it requires to 
underastond the psychology of the race 


In. order to be able to deal with him. - 


This Knowledge the Turks hnd omply 
acquired and mado good uso of ‘it In 
rulang the Arabs. P 

Under the Turkish regime, the 
Arab folks, though on their own soil, 
were humble and submissive, and 
barring the cult or religion, they were 
never classed as equal with their 
cousina-lhe Turks; they were always 
kept under. Had they adopted 
ulmilar methods when the trouble 
started In 1927/28, the Palestine Gov- 
ernment would haye saved the coun- 
try the ordeals and chnotic conditions 
It thus been having  these-post two 
years, ; 

The Arub knows and acknowledges 
his overhead, master, but he has. never 
been Known to appreciate on equal. 
Equality extended to him {s an un- 
wholesome Juxury, the Indulgence in 
Which would most probably lead to 
painful resu’ta; a ‘fact amply. proved 
by the present deplorable state of 
affairs in Palestine. The Govern- 
ment of this unhappy land had been 
very lenient to ‘the Arabs oll alonx, 
with the result of the latter becom- 
Ing so deranged that the authoritics 
tind themselves now forced to use 
measures incompatible with their 
fdeal mode of government. It is 
said, n cane in time, to the youngster, 
moy- be the harbinger of a healthicr 
state of life, and had‘a timely cunc 
been used in the case of the Arabs, 
even os Inte as 1929, I am sure it 
would have had the desired end. 

The fact of being semi-nomads, the 
Arabs were bound to be self 
reliant and lovers of {recdom, 
though not of the sorts allgn~ 
able with the ideals’-of the 
civilized world. The Arabs were no 
more ‘fighters than hordes of -high- 
waymen are, They can hit at the 
back, as they are doing now in 
Palestine, but they would not dare 
to faceon army in the field; nor 
did they ever own Iand, flocks and 
laws to defend, as a nation. During 
the major part of their history, if 
thelr past could be so cniled, they 
were under the dominance of some 
country or another, and the bulk of 
these Ilved thelr lives as labourers 
on other people's lands and estates; 
very few having had propertics or 
homesteads of their own, 

The British Government's decision 
of 1917 was not pounced upon the 
Arabs all of a sudden, nor did it 
cause them o surprise. The offer 
was in nccord with the Arab chiefs 
and had their consent, os existing 
documents” may prove. A mutual 
agreement, regarding Palestine as a 
future home for the Jews, has been 
duly sltncd by the Inte Amir Faisal 
om the side of the Arabs,.and Dr. 
laine Weizman on the side of the 
Zionists. 

In 1917, when -the Balfour declara- 
tion was announced, and during the 
followlng ten years, there was no 
Arab's question in Palestine. As a 
result of the World War, these people 
have~had~their-tull'- share ~in- the 
spoils of war, They were granted 
four kingdoms, viz, Iraq, Syria, the 
whole of Arabin and the Trans. 
Jordan Territories,‘to say nothing of 
Egypt; they had no occasion, there- 
fore, to think of Palestine os an 
Arab-State, The Palestinian Arabs, 
during the first ten years of British 
Rule, were In peace and harmony 
with the Jewish ‘co-residents in 
Palestine and there wus not a shred 
of discontent and animosity be- 
tween the two races. Asa result of 
the Jewlsh advent jn the law, the 
country wos then in the making. 
Land prices were rising by leaps 
and bounds, and there was employ- 
ment for all, Arabs included, at 
remuncrative wages, The value of 
land, one may say, was jetting 
doubled in almost every two or three 
years, and you can imagine the {cel- 
Ing of Iand owners at reeing their 
wealth, thus invested, was so rapidly 
incrensing. There -was no foreed 
sale of land, and some landowners 
were darn glad to-sell out at the 
then enhanced prices and start life 
afresh clsewhere, 

There were, however, some 
jealous and uncompromising Arab- 
leaders who, in 10929, seccing how 
Progressive Palestine was getting 
steadily, and sore perhaps at having 
sold out part or parts of their hold- 
ings carly in the day at low rates, 
sought a revenge by Instigating their 
fellow-countrymen and made them 
rise against the Jews, As I said 


.} above, the Government should have 


acted promptly in 1929, and: using 
‘the power invested in them, they 
could have nipped ‘the rlot In the 
bud. Had they done so, there would 


rhave been no trouble in Palestine 


mow, and peace and prosperity 
would have reigned instead. .

It is dificult for the foreign visitor 
to the country who sees the squalor 
and misery of her teeming millions 
to reallse that even «the. sweating 
rickshna coolle who pulls him through 
the street !s regarding him as being 
of vastly Inferior clay to himself, 
Yet It Is the case, and that firm con- 
victlon {s shared by the whole of 
China's population. 

But a superiority complex fs a 
most enervating possession, A man 
muy hold himself In high esteem, but 
he only goes forward as long as some- 
where In-the inmost recesses of hls 
mind he holds a suspicion that he 
might do better. 


A Constant Irritant’

So jt Is with nations. Japan has 
made her extraordinary rise to world 
power not because of any overween- 
ing persuasion that she fs better -und 
more enlightened than other natlons, 
but hecnuse she has been consclous 
of inferlority. 

Nowadays she ‘may try to hide { 
behind protestations of boastfulness, 
but that inferiority complex js still 
there, an irritant and stimulus that is 
at this moment driving her forward 
upon her adventure in Chinn, ; 

If Japan, after Invasion of China, 
could convey to a subject people who 
outnumber her by’ five to bne, some 
of the falling energy that has spurred 
her forward, the menace ta the rest 
of the world) would be very real.
